OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTER. 


I respectfully present the following Report of the Summer and Fall 
schools in said town for the year 1866. 

These terms were generally successful. The teachers were competent 
and labored earnestly for their schools; and the general deportment 
and studious habits of the scholars entitle them to much praise. 

Through the wise liberality of a citizen of this town, Mr. Erastus Wad- 
leigh, two premiums were offered, one of five dollars. for the best, and 
one of three dollars, for the second best Summer schv |—the premiums 
to be awarded by the Superintending School Committee. 

In carryirg out this plan J awarded the first premiums to District No. 
4, and the second premium to District No 2. We cannot prize too high- 
ly the blessings which our common school system. confers upon us or 
labor too assiduously to promote its efficiency. The education of the 
great mass of children in our midst can be secured by no other agency ; 
while the importance of their education cannot be overestimated. The 
happiness and material prosperity of a community bears a direct ratio to 
the moral worth and intellectual development of its members. Look 
at the highly educated and virtuous community and note its immense 
sources of prosperity. Property located there is valuable compared with 
similar property in the midst of those who are ignorant and vicious. Its 
jail and almshouse are vacant. Thrift, industry, rapid growth in wealth 
and power characterize such a people. Estimate, if you will, how much 
it would add to the prosperity and real wealth of our own town, if every 
young person in it could receive an academical, or even a thorough com- 
mon school education, combined with judicious moral training. 

How powerfully would this tend to diminish pauperism and prevent 
crime among us, and to lesen the sale of intoxicating drinks—the most 
infernal traffic that can disgrace a civilized community. Not only is edu- 
cation, moral ard intellectual, necessary to the happiness and prosperity 
of a community, but it is the strongest bulwark of our free institutions. 
The past has demonstrated beyond a cavil that, as a nation, we have 
nothing to fear from foes abroad or treason and traitors at home ; yet all 
that we cherish most 2! prize the highest in our republican government, 
may be lost to us forever by the ignorance and depravity of those in our 
midst. A wise regard, therefore, for our best interests should prompt us 
to make liberal provision for the support of our schools, and to see to it 
that their efficiency is not lessened, nor their influence for good crippled 
by our indifference or opposition. 

The school in No, 1, was taught by Miss Sarah A. Cheney. This was 
her first school, and her success gave promise of future usefulness as a 
teacher. The improvement in the different classes was good. 

In order that a school be thoroughly successful the teacher, and espec- 
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ially the young teacher, needs the sympathy and cooperation of the whole 
district. It is therefore a cause of deep regret that any should allow 
prejudice, or feelings of rivalry, to swerve their judgments, and shape 
their actions in matters pertaining to our schools. Wethought we saw 
something of this kind evinced by members of this school and district, 
but we may have been mistaken. 

Miss R. Emily Hazen had charge of the school in the District No. 2. 
The term was pleasant and profitable. Each of the different branches 
received its proper share of attention, andthe improvement was good. 
We have the pleasure of reporting another excellent term of school in No. 
4, under the management of Miss Emma Hasletine. The order was good 
and the instruction thorough and systematic. This school has made rapid 
improvement during the past few terms. Iwas gratified to see so many 
of the district present at the closing exa mination. 

In No. 5, the term was very short, and there were but few scholars. 
When visited last, there were only three scholars present, and, if I mis- 
take not, only one of these was present at the first visit, consequently 
I could not judge of the general improvement. Miss Abby J. Blodgett, 
teacher. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Baker taught the Summer term in No.6. The school 
was very short. ‘The scholars appeared interested, and a good degree of 
improvemeht was manifested. 

In No. 7, I found another very small school, hardly enough scholars to 
secure an interest. It was under the very efficient instruction of Miss 
Lydia H. Huntoon, and good progress was made. 

No. 9, is one of our pleasantest schools, and has a new and well ar- 
ranged school-room. ‘This term was taught by Mrs. Amanda M. Camp- 
bell. Order and improvement very good. 

The Summer Term in No. 10, was commenced by Miss P. A. Elliott, 
but not meeting with success, she kept only three weeks. As I was not 
notified of its close, I visited it but once. Miss Lucinda F. Johnson, 
took charge of the Fall Term. ‘The excellent order and rapid improve- 
ment showed plainly that it was under the tuition of no “second class 
teacher.” | . 

No. 13, has but few scholars, but an interest is kept up in the school 
which is seldom maintained in so small a district. Miss Delia A. Morse 
taught the Summer Term. The improvement was very good. 

As usual we had an excellent term of school in No. 14. It was under 
the superior management of Miss Reddington. A large number of visi- 
tors were present at the close, and the tedium of the examination was 
relieved by recitations, reading of compositions, &c. ‘The order was 
good, and improvement marked and satisfactory.

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WINTER SCHOOLS. 


Disrricr No. 1. 


Taught by Mr. Charles G. Putney. Mr. Putney is a thorough scholar, 
and possesses a faculty for teaching. On account of sickness the Super- 
intendent was unable to be present at the examination; but the first visit 
revealed enough of the teacher’s management to warrant a profitable 
term. Inquiries made since the school closed corroborate the above. 
The parents are well satisfied with the labors of Mr. P. 


District No. 2. 


Under the tuition of Mr. E. 8. Fletcher. This was an excellent school 
Here was money well spent. Mr. Fletcher succeeded in creating in the 
minds of the scholars an interest in their studies. The examination 
showed marked progress in the various branches gone over. The inter- 


est manifested by the parents during the whole term, was highly praise- 
worthy. 


Districr No. 3. 


Miss Carrie P. Watson, teacher. We were well paid for climbing hills 
to visit this school. Every thing here was of the first order, except the 
school-house. It was refreshing to witness real cultivation,—-so much of 
the old fashioned genuine politeness. Of course such a school would 
make rapid progress and go thorough. The whole school devoted con- 
considerable attention to the geography of New Hampshire, and merit 
special mention for their proficiency.

District No. 4. 


Miss Emma Haseltine has taught the school two terms prior to this, 
and given the best of satisfaction. The interest of this term was marred 
by ingbordination on the part of some scholars. As near as we are able 
to learn, the difficulty arose from outside influence—too much criticism 
before the members of the school, producing a prejudice against which 
no teacher could succeed. The examination, however, was a creditable 
affair, both to teacher and scholars. 


Districr No, 5. 


This school was under the instruction of Mr. Francis Richards, a good 
teacher, who excels in explaining the “ reason why.” The scholars made 
good progress—remarkable uuder the circumstances. They were obliged 
to leave their school building on account of its being unfit to protect 
them from the cold, and take a room kindly provided at the Alms House, 
which of course was poorly adapted to school purposes. The examina- 
tion showed, that notwithstanding their misfortune, they had been studi- 
ous scholars under a faithful teacher. Of course a new house will be 
built for the school before another term. 


Districr No. 6. 


Miss Sarah A. Cheeney had charge of the school. This young lady is 
a first class teacher, and the character of the school has iniproved in a 
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marked degree under her management. Thoroughness was her motto, 
and the final examination proved that she had been successful. ‘The 
scholars manifested more than common interest in their studies and de- 
portment. . 


District No. 7. 


Mr. Reuben B. Porter, teacher. Here was good order and systematic 
arrangements. Reading and spelling received due attention. We regret 
that efforts were not made to prolong the school under Mr. Porter’s tui- 
tion. The Superintendent was not notified of its close, therefore cannot 
report of the progress. 


District No. 8. 


We are sorry to report this school almost a failure. The teacher was 
well qualified and did her part to make a useful school, but most of the 
scholars and parents took no interest whatever, and upon them rests the 
blame. At the next term let there be proper interest among the parents 
to have their children attend school, and success will be the result. 


Districr No. 9. 


Mrs. Amanda Campbell, had charge of this school Summer and Win- 
ter. Mrs. Campbell is a successful teacher, has taught in town several 
terms before, giving satisfaction, and this Winter term proves no excep- 
tion. ‘The examination of this school, as well as No. I, occurred when 
your Committee was sick ; therefore was visited only once, but the classes 
then gave evidence of the best instruction. At the commencement the 
teacher agreed tu report those who were neither absent, tardy nor had 
whispered during the term. They wereas follows: Emmegiene Little- 
hale, Florence M. Simons, Sylvia J. Fisk, Hattie M. Fisk, Sarah Nelson, 
Frank A. Cressey, George Tilton, Fred Simons. 


District No. 11. 
No school during the year. 


District No. 12. 


Taught by Miss Jennie B. Colby, who proved herself to be a model 
teacher. Patience and genvleness were the leading characteristics. The 
scholars merit much praise for their excellent deportment. The progress 
in the various branches was highly satisfactory. 


Districr No. 13. ? 

Under the charge of Miss Carrie Barron. Miss Barron is an earnest, 
energetic teacher, and succeeded in imparting a spirit of zeal to her 
scholars.’ She remarked to us that she had not tried to get through the 
books, but to have them understand well as far as they did proceed. 
Her decision was commendable and her efforts successful. 


District No. 14. 


Miss Lucie J. Andrews in conducting this school sustains her establis- 
ed reputation as a good teacher. The school was short, but yet profita- 
ble. Lessons were thoroughly committed and promptly recited. The 
parents in this district take commendable interest in education. 
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Your Saperintendent found the schools in better condition than he 
expected. The teachers the past winter have proved themselves well 
qualified to perform their duties. In the preceding report it will be 
noticed they receive much credit. It is because they deserve it. Much 
eredit is also due the Prudential Committees for their wise selections, and 
here allow us to suggest to those who may serve the coming year, the 
importance of securing teachers that can govern as well as instruct. 
The most of the Winter schools have been well disciplined, but in a few 
districts there is room for improvement. Also, in relation to committing 
lessons, the teachers should insist upon more thoroughness. 

The schools would prove more useful should the parents and friends 
manifest proper interest in their behalf and exert themselves to have 
their children conform to proper requirements, and be absent or tardy as 
little as possible.
